Claim 1 is set forth below for discussion purposes. 

1 . (Previously Presented) A method for maintaining an association between a receiver 
unit and a plurality of geographic areas served by the receiver unit, comprising: 

at installation of the receiver unit, determining the geographic areas served by 
the receiver unit; 

creating a database that associates the geographic areas served by the receiver 
unit with a unique ID that identifies the receiver unit; and

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subsequent to installation, updating the database by: 

providing the unique ID that identifies the receiver unit to a plurality of 
end viewers served by the receiver unit; 

requesting that at least one of the end viewers associate the unique ID 
with the geographic area associated with the end viewer; 

receiving the association between the unique ID and the geographic 
area associated with the end viewer from the end viewer; and 

updating the database. 

Meyer describes that a central server tracks the location of portable devices and 
remotely configures the devices based on location. In contrast, Claim 1 requires providing a 
unique receiver unit ID and receiving an associaton between the unique ED and a geographic 
area associated with a user.
